they haye expressed their intention to 
'mprove the property there is now no 
obstacle in the way of their doing so. 
Just when operations will commence 
on the dam that will be put in cannot 
be stated at this writing but the indi- 
cations are that it will be in the near 
future. 
An engineer has been on the 


ground during the past week looking 
over the situation and his work will 
probably have to be finished before 
anything definite can be done.

Water-Lillea Easily Grown. 


All that is needed to grow water- 


lilies is a tub, sunlight from six lo 
eight hours a day, some rich garden 
soil, and a little water. 
The easiest 


way to grow them is from seed, and 
tlitt-prett-ieat varieties—are-rhe African 
or Zanzibar; they are purple, blue and 
red. 
To sow them take a common 


bowl.and half fill with finely sifted 
soil packed down level anc hard. 
On 


the surface scatter the seed evenly and 
cover xvith not over a quarter of an 
inch of fine sand; then very gently fill 
the bowl with water so as not to dis- 
turb nor wash away the sand. Place 
where the water will be kept at a tem- 
perature of about eighty degrees. In 
two weeks they will be ready for trans- 
planting.—April Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal.

lo the public weai. This fund varies in 
a i n n n n l . but ot' late years it has been he- 
twee!! &t<i,noO and SlOo.OUO per annum.

(linire of the private fund are kept in a 
safe at the department ot state. Nobody, 
save a few privileged oliicials. have ever 
seen llii'iii, but. if they could be pub- 
lished they would throw a picturcsqne 
light upon the inside workings of tlic 
giivenimeiit. particularly in regard to its 
relations wi'.h foreign powers.

thing turns up which makes it expedient 
to obtain certain information abroad in 
a quiet way a draft is made upon the 
fund by a voucher which Ihe President 
himself signs and semis over to the secre- 
tary uf stale, this voucher being equiva- 
lent lo a check on the treasury.

All that is needed to grow water- 


lilies is a tub, sunlig-ht "from six to 
eight hours a day, some rich garden 
soil, and a little water.
